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In the last newsletter, I presented a 4 page interview with Peter. 
He then moved back to B.C. shortly after the interview. I recently 
received a letter from him, which follows.

He discussed his indepth interview techniques 
and provided us with additional data on Peter's case, previewed in the 
last newsletter. He had travelled to Guelph and interviewed Peter 
several times. We thoroughly enjoyed listening to his investigative 
knowledge. 

We had Tom speak at our May meeting as well. He spoke about a 
"contactee" case he is presently investigating. We discussed how would 
one go about presenting reputable evidence to the public and who would 
be professionally well know enough to verify it. The contactee lives 
in Florida and Tom is making the trip to Florida to interview him in 
person (he is flying down in June). 

I had a telephone call from a lady in south central Florida in 
early June. A friend of hers from Ontario mailed her a copy of my 

newsletter. She read about a case in the newseltter, which reminded 

her of events that happened to her. 

She used to live in Ontario, 10 miles south of Orangeville. 

During 1975 and 1976, she had many things happen to her. She had 2 to 

3 sightings per week, during spring and late summer. Friends were also 

witness to the sightings. The Erin Advocate published an article about 
the sightings. She experienced telepathy, she knew when and where the 
craft would appear - had strange feeling while reading and while washing 
dishes, saw light shows then. She heard beeping sounds, saw illuminous 
orange balls of light, 3' in diameter. Was affected physically, had 
incredible headaches, feeling of being drugged. 

I recently received correspondence from this lady and enclosed was 

the article she mentioned that was in the Erin Advocate, which follows. 
This lady wishes to remain anonymous, thus the reason the names are 
blocked out in the newspaper article 




As Tom was making the trip to Florida to interview the contactee, 
the opportunity arose to interview this lady as well. However, due to 
unfortunate circumstances, this interview did not work out. 

There are no meetings held during the summer months.

Laurie was sitting in the back yard of a friend’s house, she glanced up and 
saw unusual lights moving in the sky. There were 3 lights on 1 object. These 
lights were moving slightly faster than an aircraft.

When I consult an astronomy expert on a sighting reported to me, I contact 
Cliff Cunningham. I have attached an article which appeared in a recent issue 
of "Equinox”, concering Cliff’s background in astronomy. 


The absence of information about asteroids 
caught Clifford Cunningham's attention in 1976. An 
astronomy aficionado since childhood and a free¬ 
lance writer, the Ontario resident had just bought 
a 14Vi-inch (36 cm) telescope and was seeking an 
avenue for meaningful application of the instru- * 
ment's capabilities. He began his serious asteroid 
observations from the roof of the 17-storey apart¬ 
ment building where he lives in downtown Kitch¬ 
ener. With the bright lights of the city beneath him, 
Cunningham tracked down hundreds of asteroids 
and measured their positions. Knowing exactly 
where they are at any given time makes it pos¬ 
sible to calculate more accurately where they will 
be in the future. 


FLYING MOUNTAINS 


The nights on the exposed roof, however, proved 
to be a test of Cunningham's physical and mental 
stamina. Between observing sessions, he had to 
store his telescope in the furnace room, which 
meant setting up the 50-pound (23 kg) base each 
night and then attaching the six-foot (2 m) 70-pound 
(32 kg) tube to it. By 1980, Cunningham had had 
enough of the roof. He built an observatory near 
Ayr, south of Kitchener, and moved the telescope 
there. To the instrument, he added a photometer, 
an electronic device that allows him to detect mi¬ 
nute variations in an asteroid's brightness as it turns. 
The new information enabled him to establish not 
only the asteroids', rotation cycles but also their 
amplitude curves. Research journals began publish¬ 
ing his observations, and Cunningham earned a 
reputation as a world-class asteroid expert. More 
recently, following publication of his book, Introduc¬ 
tion to Asteroids, he has been invited to use major 
professional equipment for his studies; earlier this 
year, he watched asteroids through the 72-inch 
(180 cm) telescope at Lowell Observatory in Arizona.

QUEBEC (CP) — Unidentified flying objects were spotted over Que¬ 
bec City and in New Brunswick Tuesday night. 

One Quebec City obser/er, identified by the daily newspaper Le 
Soleil only as Christian, aged 29, said he was >valking with his mother 
at about 10 p.m. when he spotted eight strange forms in the sky, 

“We were just below them,” he said. 

“It was very bizarre. They were like rings, with four white and yellow 
lights inside. There was no noise.” 

Christian said he watched for about 15 minutes. 

At one point, he said, one of the rings accelerated and moved into 
position ahead of the others. 

The newspaper said it first heard about the UFO’s Tuesday night 
from people who saw them from the streets. Several people phoned the 
police, who had no comment. , 

An airline pilot, the newspaper said, even reported an inexplicable | I 
phenomenon inthe air as he landed at Quebec City airport. ; ^ 

But Maurice Aube, a control tower spokesman at the airport, said * 
radar screens there picked up nothing unusual. 

The response was the same at Dorval and Mirabel airports near

MOSCOW. (AFP); In- 
spired by a spate of UFO 
reports in the Soviet press, 
the usually humorless 
communist party* news¬ 
paper Pravda on Sunday 
reported the arrival of 
three extra-terrestrials in a 
town with the unlikely 
name of Abradovsk. 

The word "Abradovsk” 
means "rejoice” in Rus¬ 
sian. and if the local jour¬ 
nalist quoted by Pravda is 
to be trusted, the space 
visitors landed on Satur¬ 
day at 13h58 aboard an 
orange-colored flying 
saucer and said "Glasnost 
... hurrah.” 

But since the reporter’s 
name, Neustoyev, means' 
“unstable” in Russian he 
was presumably no more 
reliable a witness than the 
357 adults reportedly 
queuing outside the vodka 
shop in Probujdenia 
(“wake-up”) Square, for¬ 
merly Bolshaia De- 


mogogitechkaya ("big 
demagogy”). 

The three martians, 
measuring 3.02 metres, 
3.09 metres and 3.36 me¬ 
ters, each with three eyes 
and four ears, were wear¬ 
ing silver costumes and 
rubber boots, Pravda said. 
The tallest was female, ac¬ 
cording to specialists. 

One of them took a step 
forward, raised his right 
ear and said in a metallic 
voice: “Glasnost ... Hur¬ 
rah”. 

The local party commit¬ 
tee is currently meeting 
with informal organiza¬ 
tions in the town to decide 
on what should be done 
about the new arrivals, 
Pravda said. 

Since last week, the 
Soviet media have given 
unusual prominence to 
UFO sightings. 

Even national television 
Wednesday covered a re¬ 
port of a UFO landing in

But as the bizarre saga of the 
space invasion of the city of Voro- 
■ nezh unfolded for a second day, a 
' scientist whose words were used to 
! buttress the first published report 
! voiced doubts, and said he was in 
part misquoted, 

“Don’t believe all you hear from 
Tass,” Genrikh Silanov, head of 
the Voronezh Geophysical Labora¬ 
tory, cautioned in a telephone in¬ 
terview with the Associated Press 
from Voronezh. “We never gave 
them part of what they published.” 

On Monday, the" usually staid, 
official Soviet news agency told the 
world that scientists had confirmed 
an alien spaceship carrying giant 
people with tiny heads had touched 
down in Voronezh, a city of more 
than 800,000 people about 300 
miles southeast of Moscow. 

As many as three aliens 13 feet 
tali left the spacecraft, described as 
a large shining ball, and walked in 
the park with a small robot, Tass 
reported. A Tass duty officer stood 

by the story. “It is not April Fool’s 
today,” he said. 

The purported close encounter 
in Voronezh was only the latest 
weird tale to appear in the Soviet 
media, which under the policy of 
glasnost, or openness.^have recent¬ 
ly reported other sightings of UFOs 
and the abominable snowman. 

Nonetheless, a Communist Party 
paper whose avowed mission is to 
write about culture was the only 
major national daily to print any¬ 
thing Tuesday about the UFO, indi¬ 
cating more authoritative newspa¬ 
pers like Pravda thought tiie topic 
too hot to handle. 

Sovietskaya Kultura said its cov¬ 


erage was motivated by “the gold¬ 
en rule of journalism: The reader 
must know everything.” 

“Of course, it’s hard to believe in 
what happened in the town,” it re¬ 
ported from Voronezh. “It’s even 
more difficult to explain.” 

The daily quoted witnesses as 
saying the UFO flew into Voronezh 
on Sept. 27 and drew a crowd. 

The newspaper said an alien 
pointed a “pistol” — a tube-about 
20 inches long — at an unidenti¬ 
fied 16-year-old boy, making him 
disappear. The alien then re-en¬ 
tered the sphere, which took off. At 
the same time, the boy reappeared. 

Silanov cast doubt on the Tass 


report that quoted him as saying- 
the aliens left behind in Voronezh- 
two rocks of a deep red color that* 
cannot be found anywhere. 

“The rock they described as ex-; 
traterrestrial is in fact a piece of; 
iron oxide which could easily have- 
originated on Earth,” he said. 

Silanov, 50, also said the testi-; 
mony of children between the ages^ 
of 11 and 14 who claimed they- 
witnessed the landing “certainly 
didn’t mention the tremendous, 
height” of the aliens cited by Tassl^ 

The phone connection wa^ 
abruptly cut off before Silanov^ 
could answer more questions. 


Soviet UFO researchers 
strike out with witnesses

VORONEZH, Soviet Union — 
Investigators trying to verify a re¬ 
ported landing in Central Russia by 
huge, three-eyed aliens ran into an 
unexpected problem Saturday — a 
lack of witnesses. 

Most of the children who in the 
past few days have enthralled the 
country with their tales of space¬ 
ships, robots and gun-toting extra¬ 
terrestrials in this industrial citv of 
900,000 were not allowed to ineci 
the investigators. 

“The parents want their kids to 
be lert alone,” said Slava Martinov, 
a member of the Commission for 
che Investigation of Abnormal Phe¬ 
nomena, meeting in full for the first 
time.

confirmed UFO enthusiasts, have 
already conducted preliminary in¬ 
terviews with the children about an 
alleged spaceship landing Sept. 27. 

The only child prepared to say 
she had seen the incident, 11-year- 
old Lena Sarokina, was closely 
questioned but gave no new de¬ 
tails. 

Adult witnesses remained obsti¬ 
nately elusive, but virtually every¬ 
one questioned had their own the¬ 
ories about the incident and said 
they knew of someone who had 
seen something unusual at some 
stage in their life. 

“I am sure the ship came from 
Venus. I did not see it myself, but 
my grandmother’s cousin once saw 
a spaceship attack a train in Sibe¬ 
ria.” said a local technician, who 
asked to remain anonymous.

MOSCOW — Evcrvone seems to be coming to the 
Soviet Union these days; entrepreneurs in search of

towering extraterrestrial creatures with little 
knobby heads have landed in the Russian city of 
Voronezh, joining the flood of foreigners who have 
invaded the Soviet Union in these days of glasnost 
and perestroika. ^ . 

‘‘Scientists have confirmed that an unidentified 
flving object recently landed in a park in the 
Russian citv of Voronezh, Tass said in a straight- 
faced news report. 

“Thev have also identified the landing site and 
found traces of aliens who made a short promenade 
around the park." 

It had to be only a matter of time before aliens 
discovered the appeal of Soviet chic that has

The authorities in .Voronezh, about 300 miles 
southeast of Moscow, could not be reached Monday 
for comment. A spokesman for Tass, reached b> 
telephone Monday night, said the report 'was 
neither a hoax nor a joke. 


•‘It is a serious dispatch,” the night duty officer at 
the agenev said. He said Tass stood by the story, but 
he refused to identify the reporter who sent the 
disoatch from V()ronezh. 

In Buffalo. .\.Y.. Paul K’urtz. chairman of the

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Claims of the Paranormal, com- ; 
mented: “We’re extremely skeptical • 
of this claim. It’s not the first one (in | 
the Soviet media). There’s many. , 
There seems to be a rash of reports. I 
largely uncorroborated.” ' ] 

Tass has seemet^ to undergo a 
bizarre metamorphosis in the last 
year or so. 

In addition to its traditional role of 
dutifully reporting the comings and 
goings of Soviet leaders, and often 
condemning those of Americ^ offi-; 
cials, Tass has taken to writing * 
supermarket-tabloid sensatioi&lism 
with all the seriousness due a super¬ 
power summit meeting. 

Kurtz, a professor of philosophy at 
the State University of New York at 
Buffalo, said Monday: 

“Since the press freedoms in the 
last year, increasingly it seems to be 
open season. Paranormal pandemo¬ 
nium has broken out in the Soviet 
Union, not only with UFOs, but faith 
healers and so on. In a closed society . 
such as the Sovidt Union, you don’t 
get the development of critical rea¬ 
son.” 

Along with a steady flow of UFO 
sightings, Tass in recent months has 
carried reports on a man who, while 
sitting in a bathtub, can create a 
huge soap bubble, get inside it and 
remain there for 10 seconds; a “flam¬ 
boyant” six-legged bull whose two 
extra appendages grow upward off 
its back (coincidentally, also from 
the Voronezh region); a tale about a 
young mystic who goes into a trance 
and flies about the cosmos; sightings 
of abominable snowman-type crea¬ 
tures, and a Tibetan doctor’s sex tips, ^ 
advising that winter is the best time 
for amorous activity and summer is 
the worst. 

People in the Soviet Union; have ' 
long been attracted by the m>^teri- 
ous and the occult, and lately the 
authorities seem to be feeding this 
interest. 

Two of the hottest programs on 
state-run television these days are 
psychic healers who promise to cure 
everything from obesity to leuke¬ 
mia. in person or via the airwaves. 

There seems to be a particular 
fascination here with outer space 
and in February 1984 the authorities 
set up a Commission Into Abnormal 
Phenomena after a “flying cigar” 
was spotted near the city of Gorky. 

Stanton Friedman, a consultant 
who lectures on the topic “Flying 
Saucers Are Real” and has examined 
Soviet studies of UFOs, said in Se- 
caucus, N.J., on Monday that Soviet 
scientists tended to treat the subject 
more seriously than U.S. scientists. 
Last June, the Soviet publication 
Soviet Milit.arv Review included an 
article 


Monday night’s report was pres¬ 
ented with a straight face and with 
technical descriptions worthy of a 
major scientific discovery. 

Genrikh Silanov, head of the Voro¬ 
nezh Geophysical Laboratory, told 
Tass that the landing site was identi¬ 
fied “by means of biolocation.” 

According to Soviet reference 
books, biolocation is an extrasensory 
method of tracking objects or people 
invisible to the human eye. ’ 

Silanov described the landing spot 
as being about 20 yards in diameter, 
with four small prominent dents. 

He said scientists also found “two 
mysterious pieces of rock” that re¬ 
sembled deep-red sandstone, but 
“mineralogical analysis” deter¬ 
mined that the substance “cannot be 
found on Earth.” “However, addi¬ 
tional tests are needed to reach a 
more definite conclusion,” he said. 

Tass said Voronezh residents re¬ 
ported that the aliens visited the 
place after dark ai least three times. 
They arrived in a large shining ball, 
or disk, and emerged through a 
hatch, accompanied by “a small ro¬ 
bot,” and went for a “short prome¬ 
nade about-the park.” 

“The aliens were three or even 
four meters tall (almost 10 ieet to 
slightly more than 13 feet), but with 
very small heads,” the news agency 
quoted witnesses as saying. “They 
walked near the ball or disk and then 
disappeared inside.” 

Tass also reported that witnesses 
claimed to have seen “a banana¬ 
shaped object in the sky and a 
characteristic illuminated sign.” 

It said such descriptions had been 
reported in the American magazine 
Saga. And to dispel any notion that 
the Voronezh witnesses had been 
influenced by reports in Saga, Tass 
said “it is unlikely residents of Voro-i 
nezh could have read the magazine. ’ 

Monday’s report resembled a 
much talked about story last sum¬ 
mer in the newspaper Sotsialisti- 
cheskaya Industriya about a milk¬ 
maid’s encounter with a stubby¬ 
legged alien in the Perm region of 
Central Russia. 

In that report, milkmaid Lyubov 
Medvedev was quoted as saving she 
encountered an alien creatufe “re¬ 
sembling a man. but taller than 
average with short legs.” The crea¬ 
ture, she said, had “only a small knob 
instead of a head.” 

This summer Tass reported on a 
UFO hovering over a hill in the 
Soviet Far East, showering the area 
with over 30 pounds of debris that 
included mysterious, tiny golden 
hairs. 

The agency also debunked a report 
in Sotsialisticheskaya Industriya this 
summer that asserted that a "space¬ 
ship landed near southern Moscow, 
leaving behind a huge scorched 
patch. 

Tass reported that firefighters be¬ 
lieve that a haystack caught fire and 
singed the ground.

Atmospheric physics 
arguments are used to demonstrate that Images on that kind of 
film only detect the latent heat In the surroundings of 
photographer, not UFOs! The round-shaped Images are due to

"Distribution of UFO Activity In Time", the author present 
their own model In UFO activity development: UFO activity 
occurrs Irregulary by waves; statistically, their height Is a 
measure of the phenomenon's real Intensity, whereas the width 
of their base (duration) represent the social resonance of 
the phenomenon. There Is evidence of a maximum threshold of 
activity by unit time. In "The Noise and Signal", we have 
reviewed the Incidence of false cases (misperceptions) within 
the general phenomenology, as well as the poslbllltles of 
errors In human perception, and the prominence of human 
testimony. In "The Duration of the UFO Experience", a review 
of several analyses of time distribution of UFO data Is made, 
and It Is observed a consensus of a duration between 5 and 15 
minutes. According to Kerrlt, whose study Is reviewed, there 
Is a correlation between report strangeness and lifetime of 
the observed phenomenon. 

Chapter 8. Th e Th eory of Proc esses. Four sections. This 
chapter Introduces to the reader the basic notions and 
elements of the Theory of the Processes of UFOs, first 
developed by Guasp In 1973. The fundamental philosophy of 
this theory consist of supposing that It Is possible to built 
a geometry of the spatio-temporal parameters of UFO reports, 
with a potential predictive capacity on new events. A set of 
relevant space-time parameters Is studied from the 
statistical viewpoint, and, together with the flight 
direction datum. It Is recognized as a processa1 paradigm. 
Including a theorem for UFO apparitions. There Is a general 
correlation between UFO flight directions and observation 
sites, however, there Is no relationship at all between one 
particular UFO flight direction and the geographical place 
from where It Is observed. This fact Is Interpreted In the 
sense that UFOs follow the course of their flight directions 
to appear in whatever place on Earth, yet without moving 
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through cartesian coordinates in our real space and without 
following any chronological order in their apparitions. It Is 
presented a mathematical formula wlch gives the distribution 
of frequencies of flight directions, as a law of angular 
distribution. Predicted values are compared with statistical 
results obtained from UFO data catalogues; results are 
outstanding, correlation between theory and real cases are 
0.94, 0.76 and 0.90 (Spanish, Argentinian and USA cases, 
respectively.) The problem of scientific prediction of the 
observation places Is examined, and it Is widely debated, 
showing the reasons why this kind of forecast cannot be 
attained. 

Chapter 9. T^ Cosmological Perspect Ive . Three sections. In 
"Other Planetary Systems", the astrometric method for finding 
solar systems outside ours Is reviewed, and the most probable 
stars capable of having orbiting planets are discussed. In 
"Probability of An Extraterrestial Visit", optimistic 
calculations on the possibility to receive such visits are 
reviewed.

The Stars, a different perspective.

Have you ever thought about travelling to the stars or yet, the 
distances to them? The stars you see at night are all suns in a 
literal sense. Because the distances of even the nearest suns arc 
in the order of trillions (a one with twelve zeroes after it) of miles 
from us, travelling to them is formidable task, by present meaps. 

There is much talk, of traveling to Mars by "early next century. 
Yet the-anticipaled arrival time there is in the order of a year* 
With our tecbology it would take us nearly 800*000 years to 
reach the second nearest star, Alpha Centauri, which is a "mere" 
25 trillion miles away. Like* our own Sun, the nearest star, 
Alpha Centauri is a yellow star about the same age and 
brightness as our Sun. Alpha Centauri is the third brightest star 
in our sky. Similarly, if you were on a world looking out in the 
Alpha Centauri skies, our own Sun would be the third brightest 
star after Sirius and Canopus. Our Sun would be visible in the 
constellation of Cassiopeia; yet no planets, not even Jupiter, the 
largest planet of our Solar System, would be visible in the large.st 
telescopes from Alpha Centauri.

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The Billy Meier Interview - part 3. 


In in exerpt from the Billy Meier interview, the 
follcming^questions were asked to Mr. Eduard Meier 
nhose extraterrestrial contacts are from the Pleiades Star 
Cluster. Question JO was presented in the March WO 
IssuOj and Questions 1 arid 5 were presented in the July 
1000 Issue of the UFO Seeing Eye. The continuation of 
this exerpt is presented in this month's i^.<:ue. 

Question 2: W hy are the Pleiddiains interested in the fate 
of the Earth? 

Answer ('Mr. Eduard Meier 1: 

Tine Pleiadians are interested in the fate of the Earth 
because they feel responsible for their L 3 nian and Vegan 
ancestor’s previous actions, false teachings and religions, 
misguidance and other wrong doings against the 
inhabitants who had previously been born on Earth. Even 
in those early days.

my association with him regarding the spiritual teachings 
and existence and function of Qeation’s laws and 
commandments, as well as the use of mental (spirit) 
telepathy, so that the communication bet^veen Sfath and 
rayself could be accomplished in this manner. Beginning 
in 1944, during numerous visits on his beamship, Sfath 
explained to me many things and informed me about 
important data concerning many fields of knowledge, 
humanities, history. Creation, evolution, incidents and 
facts, which I had to learn and retain in my memory. This 
was usually accomplished through electronically induced, 
deep h37pnosis. He explained to me at a later date that due 
to our mutual efforts, my understanding had growm to that 
of a thirty-five year old person, even though in reality I 
was only seven years old, and this knowledge would still 
increase many fold in the coming years. I was told that I 
would have the highest degree of spiritual evolution of 
any human being on Earth regarding spiritual knowledge, 
understanding and ability. (It must be understood that this 
dijd not refer to any knowledge gleaned from books, or 
school training. Instead, it refers to the knowledge of 
humanities, the existence, workings and utilization of the 
Creative lav« and commandments, as well as the teachings 
of Creation and our origin all the way up to instructions on 
evolution and eternal absolutura.) In later years, once 
again, I v^as prepared in various v^ays by differerit people 
of terrestrial and extraterrestrial origin in many countries 
on Earth. They instructed me in most fields of knowledge 
of a spiritual and pViysical nature, so I would fulfill my task 
in the mission, and continue my contacts with the 
Pleiadians. ► 

Thus, necessary requirements and propensities for a 
meaningful collaboration between the extraterrestrials and 
I Vv’ere established and renewed in accordance with my 
previous lives, as had been the case already for the 
mission since ancient times. Furthermore, the spiritiaally 
and ph 3 jsically very advanced Pleiadians are able to 
maintain’personal, physical contact only with those Earth 
humans who have reached the high spiritual level of 
evolution necessary for meaningful dialogues in physical, 
and telepathic contacts with Pleiadians and other life forms 
of the same evolutionary level. Nobody on Earth is able

lo do thi$, not even those people whose spirit forms did not 
originate on Earth. 

This is the re as on why the Pleiadians began to contact 
me early in my childhood to lay the ground work for my 
forthcoming contacts with them. My spirit form had 
already been active for millions of years in the Lyra-Vega 
solar systems, and had come to Earth, voluntarily, inhuman 
bodies as teacher, herald and prophet. It had also 
returned into the material sphere from a highly spiritual 
level (AraViat Athersata level), and had already perfortaed 
prophetic functions since UR-times on LASAN and other 
planets of the Lyra and Vega systems. In addition, my 
spirit form, under the earlier name of NOKODEMJON, 
assumed the responsibility of fulfilling a required 
prophetic mission and function.

Report on the First World UFO Congress

YTi IGHT Canadians from British Columbia 
^ including Shirlc Klcin-Carsh, her 
husband Fred and myself had the wonderful 
opportunity of attending this conference. 
There were over one thousand participants, 
although not all attended the full lecture 
schedule. The conference ran for five days 
with six different speakers each day. The 
speakers were from fourteen different 
countries including the Soviet Union, Spain, 
Italy, Japan, England, Mexico, Peru, 
Venezuela, Iran, Chile, Brazil, Hungary, five 
American states and two Canadian 
provinces. The speakers included our own 
Shirle relating her experience with her 
extraterrestrial contact. Shirles' talk was 
given simply and with humor. She presented 
physical evidence with one of the plates 
given her by her alien contact, a photostatic 
reproduction of the rest of the plates and a 
vial containing a small metallic looking 
pellet, one of six given her to enhance her 
mental clarity. 

Tlie subject matter of the conference was 
varied, intense, thought provoking and 
extremely absorbing. Those of us attending 
the full conference found little spare time for 
the necessities of eating and sleeping due to 
the high energy generated by the material 
being presented, much of wliich was being 
heard for the first time. Many speakers went 
overtime with the question periods because 
the audience refused to let them leave the 
platform. Among the various subjects 
covered by the thirty investigators, 
contactees and abductees were: The 

government / extraterrestrial coimection, 
time and interdimensional travel, our erosion 
of the environment, alternate universes, 
personal responsibility for our future, rather 
than leaving it in the hands of church or state 
and the necessity to get together as fellow 
human beings, undifferentiated by race, 
creed or sexual bias. The presenters were 
from all walks of life including housewives, 
artists, blue collar workers, educators, ex¬ 
military personal scientists and a cosmonaut 
from the Soviet Union. All were highly 
intelligent an articulate and the questions 


asked reflected the high intelligence and 
curiosity of the audience. Our host, 
Wendelle Stevens, mentioned that we had 
enough backup speakers in the audience to 
be able to present an entire other conference. 
As soon as I have the video tapes I will try to 
give you an in depth report on the material 
presented. My overall personal feeling of 
the conference was that it presented us with 
an up to date view giving scientific, 
technical, personal and spiritual findings of 
the various speakers. The negative and 
positive aspects of the U.F.O. experience 
were covered but I found the positive far 
outweighed any negativity. The majority of 
the contactees, regardless of their 
background, appeared to be very humble, 
told their stories simply and their lives 
seemed to have expanded in every way, 
including spiritually. Most gave a message 
of hope, expressing that if we are willing to 
listen to the universe and attempt to 
transform our lives whether be it physically, 
mentally, emotionally and spiritually can 
agents of great change occur on this planet.

Sightings 
of UFOs 
cause for

tLMWOOD. Wis. - Planners 
of FImwood’s annual UFO Days, 
slriclly a local bash in previous 
years, are hoping for an invasion 
of celebrant earthlings this 
summer from far beyond the coay 
hills of the Eau Galle Valley. 

Just as other Wisconsin towns 
have Mosquito Days. Cucumber 
Days and other oddly named 
July festivals of food, parades 
iind sporting events. Elmwood, 
population 991. has UFO Days, 
inspired by a wave of reported 
UFO sightings in the late 1970a. 

The sightings brought El¬ 
mwood some notice, but the town 
(lid not become renowned until 
last February, when Wisconsin 
businessman Tom Weber an¬ 
nounced a plan to raise $50 mil¬ 
lion for a 2-square-mile, illumi¬ 
nated UFO landing site near 
F.lmwood. 

Weber said he needs 125 mil¬ 
lion to buy the land and put up 
the buildings and another $25 
million to operate the site for a 
number of years. He would not 
provide further details about the 
financial aspects of the project. 

The site would have a giant, 
two-part panel depicting a friend¬ 
ly meeting between man and 
alien. Weber said. A third panel 
would be a landing site, which 
would be a circle about 300 me¬ 
tres in diameter. Buildings hous¬ 
ing scientists, radios and comput¬ 
er tracking devices would be 
nearby. 

Weber. 50, has an abiding in¬ 
terest in the possibility of extra¬ 
terrestrial life. He lives in Chip¬ 
pewa Falls. 95 kilometres north¬ 
east of Elmwood, where he owns 
■I small metal paint finishings 
firm. 

He chose Elmwood for the site 
because, between the reported 
fightings and its UFO Days, 
which this year will be July 29- 
•il. It has '*a community that is 
fully acclimated to the phenome¬ 
non.'* he said. 

UFO talk and allusions are 
common in Elmwood, where 
claiming to see odd things in the 
sky IS not necessarily viewed as 
a sign of oddness. 

It helped, of course, that the 
town's mayor and village board 
were receptive to Weber's plan. 
The idea of someone spending $50

million in a farm town, where 
the annual village budget is 
$283,411. seemed a fine one. 

"We're just thrilled with it," 
said Wayne Nohelty. a banker 
and a planning commission 
member, who sees the possibility 
of developing tourism. 

Elmwood is not the first Wis¬ 
consin town to try to capitalise 
on reported UFO sightings. Resi¬ 
dents of Belleville, in south cen¬ 
tral Wisconsin, nearly passed a 
Kiwanis Club resolution declar¬ 
ing their town "the UFO capital 
of the universe." But officials 
chose instead to allow club 
members to erect a statue of a 
flying saucer in the town park, 
complete with flashing lights. 

But not everyone in Elmwood 
supports Weber's plan. 

'The whole thing lacks logic 
and any depth of real thinking 
about it." said Rev. Jamas Thun- 
strom. pastor of the Elmwood 
United Methodist Church. Rev. 
Thunstrom. who considers it all 
"a misguided effort to seek an¬ 
swers or help from spiritual forc¬ 
es other than God." makes a 
point of taking his family out of 
town during UFO Days. 

Even some of those in the 
UFO field are critical of the en¬ 
deavor. 

"We still don't know enough 
about what's going on to justify 
a landing pad." said Donald 
Schmitt. Wisconsin investigator 
and codirector of the Chicago- 
based Centre for UFO Studies. 

Jerome Clark, the centre's 
vice-president, termed Weber’s 
plan naive. "We're dealing with 
a phenomenon that wants to 
conduct its business relatively 
undetected. It doesn't indicate it 
wants to have meetings with us." 
he said. 

Weber said such criticism re¬ 
flects the competitive nature of 
the UFO field. "We re the new 
kid on the block." he said. "If 
we're successful, they’re out of 
business." 


From Lake City. Pa., to El 
Cajon. Calif., a number of UFO 
landing pads have come and 
gone over the years. All are de¬ 
funct or gathering dust. 

Webe resents such compari¬ 
sons: "I guess you could say 
something has been tried before, 
but at what magnitude? I feel it's 
unfair to mention us in the same 
sentence with efforts by groups 
that wear white robes and 
chant." 

No previous project, it can be 
said, has approached the magni¬ 
tude of $50 million in proposed 
financing. It is a huge amount to 
raise through public contribu¬ 
tions. By comparison. NASA's 
Search for Extraterrestnal Intel¬ 
ligence project, which scans out¬ 
er space for alien radio signals, 
is hoping to win approval from 
Congress for its proposed budget 
of $^ million for the next 10 
yean.

With respect to the dynamically developing nature of our experience 
with the modern UFO-Alien presence, and to the numerous and profound 
ramifications of this experience, I think that certain events in the turbulent 
present call for the making of an updated estimation of our situation. A brief 
account of my previous, relevant works is given at the beginning of the 
reference section of this paper. 

It is evidently true that, at least since the outset of the second World 
War, major instances of military activity tend to be accompanied by peaks of 
the UFO-Aliens’ observed activity. One can cite, here, WWII, the Korean 
War, the Vietnamese War, and the Egyptian-Israeli War of 1973 (see ref. no. 
1, pp. 18-20). In my opinion, for the proper understanding of this funda¬ 
mental correlation, we should be cognizant of the presumption regarding the 
UFO-Aliens’ attentiveness to catastrophic nuclear potentialities. Or, in other 
words, whereas there exist very significant correlations between our military 
actions and the UFO-Aliens’ activity, there is also the central element from 
the general estimate, concerning the UFO-Aliens’ leading role in the takeover 
of this world, with the presumption that their decisive move will be triggered 
by our time of unprecedented-nuclear-tribulation. So, especially in view of 
the nuclear capabilities of the U.S.S.R., one must contemplate a causal 
relationship pertaining to the recent political volatility involving the U.S.S.R. 
as this occurs together with enhanced UFO-Alien manifestations. 

Of course, based on this same empirical reasoning, one can anticipate 
the actions of the UFO-Aliens; and clearly the Soviet’s condition is not the 
only subject of pertinent interest. In fact, it should be readily understood that 
as of the writing of this date; Sunday, Jan. 13, 1991; the incredible military- 
political drama that has already taken place since this past summer-regarding 
Kuwait-is in itself sufficient to have produced a noticeable UFO-Alien 
reaction. Furthermore, an outbreak of hostilities there, of the type that is 
commonly foreseen, should logically be expected to precipitate a substantial 
UFO-Alien reaction. Indeed, this particular, complex state of affairs presents 
an important test case with respect to our basic understanding of the UFO- 
Aliens’ actions in the modern period: simply put, if an intense war breaks out 
there, we should perceive the UFO-Alien response; and that response could 
very possibly take place in various parts of the world. One can say that, for 
our predictive considerations, about the only ingredient that the Kuwaiti 
problem lacks is that the U.S. and U.S.S.R. are, we hope, not on opposite 
sides. 
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As I continue writing, now on Sunday Jan. 20, 1991, we do have an 
extremely hot war progressing in the Middle East. Surely the mobilization 
magnitude, nuclear potential, and technologically novel nature of this conflict 
qualify it, as we have anticipated, in terms of an important test case for the 
parallel occurrence of UFO-Alien activity. There are also environmental and 
social aspects that contribute to the weight of this occasion. The results 
regarding the UFO-Aliens response remain for all to observe and evaluate. 

To conclude this section I wish, however, to remind the reader that this 
Kuwaiti situation, with its enormous scope, has begun roughly in conjunction 
with initiation of the astonishing crop circle-pictogram phenomenon, which 
has been concentrated in England. Furthermore, there are very strong 
grounds for thinking that this pictogram phenomenon is caused by the UFO- 
Aliens. As such it is of surpassing significance, and I shall turn next to an 
expanded discussion of these crop circle-pictograms. 

This complex subject has already been the object of considerable public 
interest and debate; thus, I will merely suggest three references: no. 2, 
Circular Evidence : no. 3, Crop Circles: The Latest Evidence : and no. 4, The 
Summer 1990 Crop Circles . MUFON JOURNAL, Dec. 1990. To be sure, 
judgments must be a part of the evaluation of these crop field manifestations, 
but that normal status, by no means, justifies exceedingly strained rationales, 
the discarding of established UFO-Alien data, or the separation of this crop 
phenomenon from the total context. Besides what failures of objectivity one 
could logically expect for these high-stakes deliberations, it is unfortunate that 
the continuing problem of government suppression of information is an 
additional factor to be kept in mind. 

While it is reasonably clear that no satisfactory, natural explanation has 
been or can be found for this crop phenomenon, and that a human causative 
agency has to be excluded from serious consideration, one is left with the 
stark realization that the figures are the product of an advanced intelligence. 
Then by simple logical economy the UFO-Aliens remain-alone-as the 
evident causative agency. But we also know of compelling precedents linking 
UFOs to the distinctive swirled-grass element of the pictograms (see ref. no. 
2, pp. 180 and 183); and non-trivial UFO sightings have been reported in the 
immediate space-time context of pictogram formation. On p. 7 of my 
Commentarv/1489-1-5 (ref. no., 5) I stated that the circular depression cases 
from England are "almost surely caused by UFO landings." That is a mistake. 
It should read: are almost surely caused by the UFO-Aliens. The circular 
crop swirls, which represent an integral part of the emerging circle-pictogram 
phenomenon, seem to be produced by the same means that can create rings, 
rectangular bars, and irregularly curved figures. One can speculate that this 
graphic technology is related to the UFO’s propulsion technology, due to 
similarities with presumed "landing" precedents. 
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Technically speaking, a valid, general intelligence estimate of the 
significance of the crop circle-pictogram phenomenon necessarily leads to the 
conclusion that the UFO-Aliens are very probably the cause of it, and only 
then can one begin to meaningfully contemplate the fundamental question of 
why these figures are being produced. Moreover, no legitimately justifiable 
alternative exists for seeking to understand these new crop phenomena other 
than to evaluate them seriously in terms of the coherent, total view through 
which the "UFO phenomenon" has already been successfully rendered intelli¬ 
gible. 

Of course those who contend that the event of the Second Coming of 
Christ does not represent a viable, or the only plausible, explanation for the 
modern UFO-Alien manifestation are at once called upon to answer a 
number of questions as to precisely why they take their positions, and to 
articulate their comprehensive alternatives. 

I find it convenient to think of the crop circle-pictogram phenomenon 
as the new, and sixth, facet of the modern "UFO phenomenon." According 
to this rough scheme the other five facets would be: 1) sightings of UFOs and 
their occupants; 2) the UFO-Aliens’ human abduction (medical, reproductive, 
and possibly instructional) program; 3) the shadowy "crash retrieval" situation; 
4) their animal-medical ("mutilation") program; and, perhaps as 5) a men-in- 
black category. Of these six divisions I regard the first, second, third, and 
sixth as being of the greatest importance at this time. My sense is that this 
astonishing, and probably yet evolving, sixth facet constitutes an extremely 
significant development, but what specific items contribute to this appraisal? 

One can start by saying that on proper understanding the untenable, 
popular hypothetical conception which holds merely that an alien intelligence 
has initiated a very overt, graphic form of communication for us must be, 
instead, transformed into the perception of a new kind of action being taken 
by the Angelic operational force of the Second Coming of Christ. Thus our 
dynamic experience with the modern UFO-Alien presence has undergone a 
dramatic step of expansion: one of moving more into the open. Since the 
UFO-Aliens’ conduct in the modern period has been prominently character¬ 
ized by secretiveness, these huge graphic manifestations are all the more 
amazing. Their secretiveness is readily understandable because the central 
role of these Aliens involves installation of the Messianic rule, and separation 
of humans on moral grounds; and one can expect that they would scrupulously 
avoid interfering with Jesus’ role of preaching to the entire world-until the 
end. So they would not just do something like this without a reason; the rea¬ 
son will have to do with their overall objective; and the relevant inference 
seems to indicate a nearing of the end of the world. Even allowing for a care¬ 
ful, conservative exclusion of questionable and spurious Fundamentalist theo¬ 
logical interpretations, I think that the ominous tenor surrounding the Kuwaiti 
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tragedy lends itself easily to the gravest of thinking regarding the pictograms 
and their appearance only days before the outset of hostilities in the Persian 
Gulf. Ufologists are advised to consider the connection between the much 
publicized, recent UFO sightings in Belgium, and the contribution of the 
Belgian arms industry to Iraqi war preparations. The contemporary military 
realities pertaining to southern England should be examined, too, for their 
possible significance with respect to the pictograms’ concentration there. 

The modern UFO sightings began with WWII. The pictograms began 
with what can, now after its conclusion, be loosely thought of as a failed WW 
III. For me, one has to go back to the beginning of "Flying Saucer" sightings 
to find something, in the public history of the UFO phenomenon, with which 
to compare this crop circle-pictogram development. 

I think one should also attempt to determine if the UFO-Aliens’ 
program of long-term abduction-experiments, of and on humans, will produce 
a wave of awakening or blooming in their cultivated subjects, and that could 
possibly be in conjunction with a variety of special occurrences. Perhaps this 
is already under way. 

In my estimation this entire picture; including wars, abduction 
revelations, pictograms, and other related, radical social phenomena, should 
be watched with the utmost serious attention. 

When we proceed in ignorance of pertinent things, or on the bases of 
erroneous evaluations, and with false information, to form conceptions, then 
the views that are produced are flawed, and quite possibly, simply incorrect. 
This elementary truth applies directly to the understanding of the so-called 
UFO phenomenon. Throughout the modem period of the UFO-Alien mani¬ 
festation the federal government of the U.S.A. has acted deliberately to mis¬ 
inform its people, and others, about the fact of this alien force. As things 
have developed to the present, with the academic community of the U.S.A. 
for an example, one can confidently say of their pronouncements made in har¬ 
mony with this federal lie that: such pronouncements are invalid, that they 
may be made knowingly as such, and that those who actually believe their own 
assertions have, in this instance of foolishness, descended into the realm of 
abnormal psychology. In this modem time much of the respected, scholarly 
Christian theological thinking has rejected the very evident, abundant con¬ 
tent in Jesus’ statements concerning his Second Coming-from the sky with 
Angels-apparently because these scholars thought that there was no possible 
way for this to happen. Therefore, now with the knowledge of the UFO-Alien 
presence it is doubly clear that these scholars’, in this pivotal revision of 
Christianity, are absolutely lacking in sound philosophical justification. Why 
do they persist in this error? 
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At this point in our history it’s relatively easy, through the employment 
of informed intelligence and real objectivity, to formulate a very much 
improved, valid Judeo-Christian theology. Then because of the given, intrinsic 
content of the Judeo-Christian datum, both in its recorded events and in its 
absolute and comprehensive assertions, a legitimately objective evaluation of 
the UFO-Alien presence cannot be made without straightforward consider¬ 
ation of the Second Coming solution-from the perspective of the valid Judeo- 
Christian construction. In terms of pure reason, you will find that it is 
impossible to reject the general Second Coming evaluation in favor of a 
superior alternative explanation. Furthermore, it should be evident that 
through its detail and comprehensiveness the Second Coming model does 
emerge as the unique, viable finding. 

Following on this short review of the technical anatomy of theoretical 
deliberations, I will proceed by exploring an assortment of related topics, in 
the light of the defensible world-view. 

For one thing, it seems logical that the "UFO-Aliens" have been opera¬ 
ting on the basis of a grand plan, at least since the beginning of the modern 
period, and of course, their involvement with selected, living persons has 
extended for this same interval. While these Aliens’ eventual goal and the 
final outcome can’t be in question, one still has to struggle to sort out what 
information can be accepted from the vast volume in abduction cases, and as 
to how some of these exceedingly strange things may be interpreted. 

One presumed, long-term abductee has recently told me that the UFO- 
Aliens imparted to her, in response to her direct question as to what certain 
men-in-black are all about, that " 'they are the executioners.’ " I had never 
even thought of that! Certainly it is permissible to think that these UFO- 
Angels have numerous types of creatures in their company. So, perhaps they 
might, indeed, have executioners; especially in view of the role of the Angelic 
force of the Second Coming. The personalities of some UFO occupants are 
said to vary, one from the other, and the question constantly arises as to why 
people have "bad" experiences in abductions, inasmuch as these Aliens are 
supposed to be Angels. In thinking about the range of possible, plausible rea¬ 
sons for these reported undesirable experiences one can surmise that the list 
would include; 1) Angels don’t necessarily find close encounters with evil 
humans to be desirable experiences, and we are all to a degree evil; and 2) 
the punishment of humans could already be among their activities. To be 
sure, examples will be brought forward of cases in which there were seem¬ 
ingly, totally innocent victims, and I will be regarded by some as an apologist 
for Christianity for mentioning these things, but one has to deal with the data. 
Who prefers to think that Christianity is nonsense and that the UFO-Aliens 
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are evil monsters who are insensitive to the higher visions of utopian, secular 
dreams? Remember that God’s will shall be done on Earth as it is in 
Heaven. 

We, also, continually hear from some theological orientations, and 
reportedly from the UFO-Alien abduction experiences, of Good and Evil 
Angels; that the operational force of the Second Coming is divided into two 
(intermingling ?) camps. As an exercise for getting ones feet on the ground, 
I suggest that persons obtain a copy of the Revised Standard Version of the 
Holy Bible (ref. no. 6) and read every single word in the Gospels of Matthew, 
Mark, Luke, and John. In this primary record from Christ you will find an 
abundance of material dealing with the Angels of the Second Coming-the 
reapers-but you will find essentially nothing said about any accompanying evil 
Angels. Scholars should be at work, under the present circumstance, 
reviewing their interpretations of the Bible. This can be a very difficult 
technical undertaking. Ufologists, for their part, must be extremely careful 
not to let things color the data they report from abduction cases. Then we 
are left with the task of assorting new data, however strange it may be, 
according to its relationship to the total conceptual context. That context is 
centered in God, and includes the community of Christ and the Angels of 
Heaven. 

The reader should note the critical philosophical distinctions, that one 
does not "keep an open mind," when interpreting data: to see if God is 
actually fooling us, or to test the hypothesis that Jesus was deluded and that 
the true explanation for UFOs and the pictograms is, therefore, to be found 
in some other philosophical conception. Christ did not leave such philosophi¬ 
cal loopholes as to permit the knowing of fundamentals through establishment 
on a firmer basis. The valid Christian view is absolute, airtight, AND the 
general data is readily rendered intelligible only from within it. The Angels 
make their determinations on the basis of absolute justice and absolute truth. 
I offer the advice that you never suggest any strange philosophies to them. 

The summer of 1990 brought us the convulsions of radical evil, and the 
aftermath of violent destruction; it witnessed the stunning escalation to 
pictograms; and in July Bantam Books published one of the strangest books 
the world has ever seen: The Watchers (by Mr. Raymond E. Fowler, see ref. 
no. 7). Ray Fowler is a well-known and respected ufologist. Inasmuch as this 
book, about the abductions of both Betty Andreason Luca and the investigator 
Fowler, is available to the public I will not go much further than to draw 
attention to some of its extraordinary aspects. It is not clear why the methods 
of investigation used by Mr. Fowler and his collaborators should not yield 
some factual information concerning the nature of the UFO-Aliens. The 
assimilation into the valid, general view, of data proposed from these case 
studies, presents certain complexities. Factors of interest include: 1) that part 
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of the content of alleged Alien communications is very suggestive of the 
Angelic-Second Coming role; 2) that these UFO-Aliens are formed from our 
fetuses through advanced medical procedures in which the fetuses are grown 
in artificial containers; 3) that these UFO-Aliens are very concerned about a 
(or the) main threat faced by mankind as being sterility; 4) that physical 
transformations were demonstrated, involving the shrinking of one of their 
crafts while Aliens and humans were in it; 5) that Mrs. Andreason Luca still 
has important secrets locked in her mind; 6) that the abduction program is 
evidently progressing toward a goal; and 7) a warning that all UFO-Aliens 
aren’t friendly to humans. 

There are many abduction cases. From those that are available for 
study I have the impression that through objective investigation a great deal 
of data can be collected, and that obtaining the analyzed, finished product 
from this data should be a high priority of ufology. Our ingenuity should 
provide the means by which to detect true signals among the noises arising 
from false objectivity, unsophisticated methodology, charlatanry, and clever 
misinformation. Then the results won from this branch of ufology can be 
combined with other refined material and evaluated in relation to the general 
view. As you would expect, supporters of all general views will be called upon 
to declare explicitly their conclusions, and the reasons for such, about: the 
existence of God, and his orientation; the content of Jesus’ assertions, and his 
relation to God; and the reality and nature of the UFO-Alien force. Even 
though from within the valid Christian view one anticipates no change in the 
essential outcome for the world, the new "UFO-Alien" data does offer a vast 
enhancement of information. 

Therefore, concerning an updated, general estimate of the human 
situation, we still have the recently arrived UFO-Alien force as the Angelic 
Force of the Second Coming of Christ. But just now developments in UFO- 
Angelic and human activities exhibit an acceleration and volatility that seem 
to warrant the interpretative conclusions that the prospect has arisen that we 
could enter into a closer cultural encounter with them before long, and that 
we are required to register signs implying an advanced stage in the progres¬ 
sion of human history. 


I will close by giving a summary listing of some elements of relevant 
interest: 

1) Information gained from the UFO-Angels, through their abducted 
humans, is especially attractive, if difficult to access. A collective blooming 
of revelations from these abductees would be of great interest. 
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2) The present, turbulent social manifestations, together with their 
prospects, evaluated on the bases of underlying generative factors, leads one 
to think that the heightened rate of the UFO-Angel’s activity should tend to 
continue. 

3) With the pictogram facet now added to the robust figure of the 
UFO-Angels’ other activities, the cover-up programs become increasingly 
strained. I think that the big UFO lie in the U.S.A. is currently in danger of 
breaking down, but it is unlikely to be totally abandoned. Thus, in this 
particular instance, people are also advised to look to the protection of their 
freedoms. 

4) The crop circle-pictogram phenomenon has to be accorded an 
important position, and very probably the most important position, in 
considerations pertaining to a change in the general estimate concerning the 
UFO-Angel situation. Because of its intensity of occurrence, and degree of 
overtness to the public, this facet of the UFO-Angels’ activities is to be placed 
in a category separate from the other five facets that I have mentioned. 
Apart from "crash retrievals" the pictogram phenomenon appears to be 
uniquely qualified, perhaps as being wholly a deliberately overt action. Shall 
we have an even more overt relationship soon? ‘ In addition, owing to its 
seemingly, deliberately communicative character it is difficult not to view this 
facet of the Angels’ activities as almost a thing in its own right:' as almost a 
second, separate thing standing together with the other five facets taken as a 
group. So, the initiation of a "quasi-second," overt phase of operations does 
necessitate a review of ones estimation of what is happening-particularly with 
respect to timing. Note, too, that this "second" phase correlates with war; 
furthermore, that war dramatically thrust threats to the vital economic 
interests of the world, the fate of Israel, and the subject of good versus evil 
onto the world stage. 

Further escalation of the crop circle-pictogram phenomenon, or that 
in combination with other activities of the UFO-Angels, would naturally call 
for the extension of the reasoning presented, here, regarding estimates. 
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MIAMI (AP) — One of the Bermuda Triangle’s deepest 
mysteries may be solved.

Mystery continues 

Planes found in ocean not Lost Squadron 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - Five 
Second World War-era U.S. navy 
planes found in the ocean off the 
Florida coast are not the Lost Squad¬ 
ron. baffled explorers announced 
Tuesday, saying the mixup will only 
reinforce the myth of the Bermuda 
Triangle. 

Graham Hawkes, leader of a team 
aboard the high-tech treasure hunt¬ 
ing ship Deep See, said more de¬ 
tailed examination of the navy Aven¬ 
gers spotted in the Atlantic last 
month by remote camera showed 
they are not the planes of Flight 19, 
which vanished Dec. 5,1945. 

“The Bermuda Triangle, Fm 
afraid, if you want to fmd'mystery, is 
probably even aliver and weller than 
it was before,” Hawkes said. 

Flight 19 vanished during a train- 
r ing flight that was to include a bomb- 
t ing run on a deserted Bahamian is¬ 


land. Radio transmissions heard at 
their base at Fort Lauderdale indi¬ 
cated the pilots became disoriented 
while flying toward the Bahamas, 
and believed they were over the Flor¬ 
ida Keys and the Gulf of Mexico. 

No trace of planes or pilots was 
ever found. Their disappearance 
helped fuel the myth of the Bermuda 
Triangle, an area bounded by Ber¬ 
muda. Miami and Puerto'Rico where 
ships and planes supposedly often 
vanish mysteriously. 

The five planes found by the Deep 
See were in good condition under 
about 170 to 230 metres of water 
about 16 kilometres northeast of 
Fort Lauderdale, all were within 
some 2.5 kilometres of each other. 

Coincidences — inpluding the num¬ 
ber 28 on one plane, the same as that 
of Flight 19’s lead plane — contribut¬ 
ed to the confusion, he said. 


The coincidence of the plane num¬ 
ber could be explained by the U.S. 
navy’s re-use of numbers from lost or 
destroyed planes, Hawkes said, add¬ 
ing there may have been as many as 
three Avenger 28s over the years. 

The strongest evidence had been 
that the navy had never lost five 
Avengers together except for Flight 
19. 

But after looking more carefully at 
the wrecks, the team now believes 
the five planes went down in four or 
five separate incidents over a period 
of several years. At least some of the 
planes were early TBF-l Avengers, 
not the TBMs used on Flight 19. 

With Tuesday’s announcement, 
the remaining leading theory is that 
the Flight 19 planes went down 
somewhere off Cape Canaveral, the 
last radio fix would-be rescuers 
could get on them.

driver, was the first to arrive at the 
landing site. 

His description matches Roman- 
sky’s exactly — even though the two 
men never knew each other. 

“I could see it arcing on the ground, 
giving off showers of blue and white 
sparks,” says Bulebush, 65, of nearby 
Kecksburg. 

“It had landed gently, nothing like 
a crashing plane. 

■ HERE was no deep hole in 
the ground around where it came 
down — and no sign of fire.” 

Army officials, rushed to the scene, 
hurriedly chased the locals away and 
cordoned off* the area. 

“Later that night, a military flat¬ 
bed truck came in and drove up to 
where the alien craft was,” Roman¬ 
sky recalls. 

“It drove back through town later 
with something on the back covered 
with a tarpaulin. 

“It was about the size of the UFO. 

“The next day, the military said 


that a meteorite had fallen. That’s just 
plain not true.” 

Fearing no one would believe them, 
the men remained silent until they 
heard about a renewed investigation 
of the incident by Stan Gordon, di¬ 
rector of the Pennsylvania Associa¬ 
tion for the Study of the Unex¬ 
plained. 

“I was looking for witnesses who 
would talk about what they had seen,” 
says Gordon, who believes the UFO 
was secretly taken to an Air Force 
base in Ohio. 

“These two men are independent 
witnesses. They told us an identical 
story before they had even heard of 
each other. They never met the night 
they confronted that UFO. 

“The military has covered up what 
happened, and we are now trying to 
force the government to reveal the 
truth.” 

Adds Romansky: “The military can 
tell me it was the world’s biggest acorn 
dropped by the world’s biggest squir¬ 
rel — but I won’t give up until I get 
the truth from them.”

ABDUCTIONS IN ITALY 
Close Encounters of the Fourth Kind 
by Paolo Fiorino 


There are 34 known Italian abduction reports out of 382 CE-III 
cases in CISU files, but among these 10 are involving the same witness 
(Fortunato Zanfretta), 8 are admitted hoaxes and 5 are better referred 
to as "on-board” experiences by contactees. 

Public knowledge of abductions began in December 1978, following 
the Zanfretta’s first encounter, though the Italian press had reported 
the Hills’, Pascagoula and Walton’s cases. A large amount of information 
was published in 1986 about the Calolzo di Cadore' (BL) 
abduction/hypnosis affair [see; ITUFOR-5]. 

A clear difference exists between more recent abduction reports 
and earlier CE-IV reports in the ’60s and ’70s, which were of the 
contactee kind (Galli, ZuccalA, etc.). 

1954: THE FIRST CASE 

On December 13, 1954 Naples newpapers reported of a 57 years old 
peasant in Gricignano di Aversa (NA) who had been missing for two days 
from December 8th: when he came back he told he had been "kidnapped" by 
two individuals, dressed "like the rainbow”, who made him "walk for 48 
hours without stopping". Sometime they were tall, sometime they were 
dwarf-like. He had felt like "flying" and weightless. 

A full investigation by Umberto Telarico in 1974 took to little 
more than the press story, since the witness had died. His son added 
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that his father was completely dry when he came back, even though it had 
rained for two days. After the experience, the man had lived in a wild, 
confused state and stuttering in terror for "them" to come back for him. 

No UFO was reported but the event took place during a great wave 
of UFO reports nationally. 


1933: A PRECEDENT? 

An even more ancient case was found in "La Nazione" newspaper of 
March 2nd, 1933: a peasant in Favorino (province of Reggio Calabria) was 
seized from his home by a "man" who took him away for about 30 meters, 
then slapped him. and after that he found himself on the top of a 
tall tree, where the being was holding him by his hair. He crossed 
himself and the entity disappeared, leaving him unable to speak: he 
could only tell his story by gestures when the neighbours finally found 
him and helped him to get down. 

1978-79: THE YEAR OF THE HUMANOIDS 

Several CE-III’s took place in Italy during the 1978-79 wave, and 
two of them were sheer abductions: the well-known Zanfretta case [detai¬ 
led in a separate article, here after] and a less known event in Lusiana 
(province of Vicenza): on 18th January 1979, at 23.30, a 42 years old 
wood-cutter had his car stopped, its lights turning off and the car 
doors opening by themselves. An "orange ball" was sitting on the road in 
front of him, and two copper-colored humanoids, 1 meter tall, came down 
from a door. The man could not flee while the beings came closer. They 
were wearing a metallic-looking, scaled coverall, their hands were long 
and ending with pointed nails, their ears were like twisted wires, 
which were vibrating and humming. The beings invited him on board by 
gestures and he followed them inside a small room (two square meters) 
with electronic-looking gadgets and a screen. The beings began undres¬ 
sing him but he resisted, very frightened. Then the wall opened and an 
overall appeared, which he feared they wanted him to wear, so he sat 
down and implored them to let him go. At this point, one of the beings 
gave hima small box on which he ha written something. A door opened and 
he got off. Suddenly the orange light disappeared and the night was dark 
again, except for his car lights, which he found on again. 

SOME POSSIBLE ABDUCTIONS? 

A few potential or hidden abduction cases have also been 
collected: a UFO-related missing time was reported but no on-board 
memory. 

* 23 February 1978, 23.45 p.m., Sesto Fiorentino (Firenze) 

Two fiancees in a car got interferences on their radio. The man 
got off and found himself enveloped in a "warm, violet light". He saw 
"four shapes" and lights all around. After completing his walk around 
the car he got bak inwards, where he found his girl-friend crying for he 
had left her alone for 20 minutes. 

* 21 September 1978, 20.00 p.m., Cosenza 

A young man walking near a yard saw all the area illuminated as by 
daylight and could no longer see the surrounding blocks. Upon a hill he 

saw an ovoid object resting on the ground and a human shape with two 

antennae. Frightened, he ran away but fell while four humanoid beings 
came closer by jumps. He fainted and when he recovered he was surrounded 

by four 1.5 mts. tall entities, wearing buttoned jackets, a rucksack and 

helmets with antennae. Their hands were pincers. He fainted again an he 
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woke up at 20.30 p.m., but all had disappeared. 

* 8 December 1978, 23.00 p.m., Milanere (Torino) 

Two young men walking along a mountain slope sighted a blue-white 
light among the trees. One of them got closer and disappeared. A few 

minutes later the light took off into he sky. The other man went to call 

for help from friends and a group of people came to search for the 
missing one, finally finding him in a different direction. He was 
unconscious, cold, felt weak and could not bear any light. Both 
witnesses suffered from conjunctivitis for several days. The disappeared 
one ha a strange scar on his leg and only remembered he was approaching 
a pear-shaped light when he saw 3 or 4 human shapes with pumpkin-like 

heads, silhouetted against the light. He could not move and then he only 

remembered odd lights and sounds and a feeling of being touched and 
raised. He refused to be hypnotized. 

A SINGULAR CASE 

Only one known abduction was obtained entirely under hypnosis. It 
involved a 16 years old UFO buff who found and photographed strange 
traces on the ground near Lago d’Idro (Brescia) on July 27, 1973. Four 
years later he was hypnotized and under hypnosis he told ha had been 
approached and touched by a "human shape" who had made him lose his 
senses. When he woke up he was being sucked up into an air-borne 
"object" through an opening underneath and a "vertical tunnel". 

He had found himself in a round room where four "persons" were 
standing. Then a woman came in and the entities began moving around and 
talking and touching him on his forefront and his sides. He was nearly 
paralyzed and could only move his eyes. He was then taken to another 
room and he was made sit on a chair, where he could see outside while 
the UFO landed where he was before. 

He descended and looked at the craft taking off, then picked up 
his camera and photographed the traces. The psychologist who conducted 
the hypnosis thinks it was a fantastic dream responding to specific 
needs of the youngster [as a far more complete analysis showed: the case 
was quoted by the docLoi in medical literature]. 

CONCLUSIONS 

Ve can summarize the abduction situation in Italy as follows: 

1) the abduction phenomenon in Italy is very rare; 

2) no great attention has ever been paid by the media: only Zanfretta 
got a national coverage; 

3) very few detailed investigations were conducted and no case was fully 
researched; 

4) hypnotic regression has been very rare ad in some cases (eg. 
Zanfretta) has apparently gone out of control; 

5) typical abduction features from other countries are also reported in 
Italy (in particular: the sequence of events). 

THE ZANFRETTA CASE HISTORY 
An Unsolved Riddle 
by Gian Paolo Grassino 

On December 6th, 1978, at 23.00 p.m., the first event took place 
of the most interesting and complex Italian UFO abduction sequence. The 
case is well known, and we'll only summarize the first two abductions 
and try a general evaluation. 
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THE FIRST ENCOUNTER 

While he was patrolling at Marzano di Torriglia (province Genova), 
26 years old nightwatcher Fortunato "Piero" Zanfretta suddenly noticed 
four "torch-lights" moving in a courtyard. He called his company 
headquarters by radio but got no answer, so he got off the car holding 
his pistol and torchlight, entered the courtyard and moved cautiously 
along a house wall thinking of some burglars. Then he was pushed 
forwards and fell down. 

When he got up, his head hit on something and he pointed his torch 
upwards, only to fin a 3 meters tall monster with a ugly face. 
Terrorized by the apparition, he let the torchlight fall on the ground, 
and the entity disappeared. 

He ran to the car and was blinded by a yellow triangle-shaped 
object taking off from behind the house. He called for help through the 
radio. When his colleagues arrived at 1 a.m. they found him lying in a 
nearby Ian, in a confused state of mind. 

The event was published in the local newspapers and at once became 
a simple man’s story amplified, filtered and distorted by the media, and 
polluted by ufologists and journalists. 

HYPNOSIS 

In order to understand several missing details, on December 23rd 
Zanfretta was put under hypnosis by a M.D. and thus he told how he was 
taken into a very bright room by giant entities who put a very hot and 
painful helmet onto his head. The humanoids were green-skinned, had 
yellow triangular eyes, red veins on their head, pointed ears and 
rounded fingers. 

That was only the first of a complex series of abductions and of 
hypnosis sessions (also Penthotal "truth-serum" was later used), which 
gave birth to two parallel stories: conscious memories by Zanfretta and 
his colleagues telling the "before" and "after" of each abduction; and 
the hypnotic recalls of the "during". Such a scheme was repeated in all 
the 8-9 following Zanfretta's abductions, mixing the man’s reliability, 
fantastic dream-like experiences, physical evidence and secondary 
witnesses. 

THE SECOND ABDUCTION 

A few days after the first hypnosis, on December 28th, 1978, at 
23.46, Fortunato Zanfretta called his headquarters while on duty, 
telling he had lost control of his car near the Scoffera gallery, a few 
miles from Torriglia; the vehicle was speeding by itself along the 
mountain road in the fog and he could do nothing to stop it. Four 
minutes later he called again telling the car had stopped and he was 
getting off to see a strange light outside. 

Once again the rescue patrol cars arrived one hour later from 
Genova and found him outside the car, beside himself. He was dry and 
warm, even if it was raining and cold, and the car interior and roof 
were hot. His pistol had shot 6 bullets, and several giant footprints 
(50 cms. long) were clearly visible (they were later destroyed by local 
ufologists after making plaster-casts). 

A new hypnosis was conducted and filmed by a local TV station: 
once again the nightwatchman told how he had been taken on board, 
undressed and examined by strange devices. The beings had asked him 
several questions and promised to come back for him. 

New details were added on February 6th, 1979 during a Penthotal 
narco-analysis; the strange-looking beings allegedly were from a lost 
people in the galaxy, and wanted to colonize Earth. The UFO inside was 
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greater then the outside and beings of both sexes were attending. 
Zanfretta's role was meant both as a specimen to study and as a kind of \ j 
mediator with us earthlings. He was promised a proof: a device (a V' 
pyramid inside a sphere) which could project "their" image like an 
hologram 

THE AFTERMATH 

This already complex story continued, even more complex an 
confused, through the following two years, with several encounters, some 
of them published or reported by local ufologists, while others are 

known to us only as rumours, in spite of several hypnosis sessions, 

newspaper and TV interviews. Indeed Zanfretta was "adopted" by local UFO 
buff groups who got a virtual monopoly on him. 

In time, his accounts got more and more fantastic, comprising 

telepathic contacts and dialogues with the entities while he was under 

hypnosis; a "ufologists'" file kept by the entities on board; a sort of 
subterrannean base where there were some cilinders containing 
prehistoric animals under ice; and so on. The promised "proof" was 
Anally given to him but he allegedly destroyed it. 

In 1981 the experiences ceased suddenly, without the promised 
final kidnapping of Zanfretta to another planet. 

A DIFFICULT EVALUTAION 

Although a whole book was written (by journalist Rino Di Stefano) 
on this case history, as well as dozens of articles and hundreds of 
pages of investigation reports, it’s nearly impossible to reach a 
conclusion. 

A first problem is the quality of available information: very poor 
or invalidated by sensation-looking people or careless investigators, so 
that we can’t understand what are the facts and what were deformations. 

Also the alleged physical evidence and corroborative testimonies are 
difficult to evaluate, for a number of reasons. 

The very special surrounding climate should be kept in mind: the 
simple man found himself in the front pages and on TV, ridiculed, heavy 
influenced by "ufologists" (who even took him to their skywatches), 
rpessed by several hypnosis sessions, and damaged at work by the 
withdrawal of his license to carry arms It wouldn’t sound strange had he 
"recorded" all such stimuli and given them back "mediated" through his 
own memories and fantasies, when put under hypnosis. Ve don’t mean to 
exclude a physical, objective cause for his experiences, but we are no 
longer able to distinguish it among the subjective images presented by 
Zanfretta. 

That’s why we believe that the first two encounters are the most 
significant ufologically, expecially the very first one, because 
external influences could not yet affect them. Thus it’s a pity that no 
deep and accurate investigation was conducted at the time. 

The Zanfretta case history was a sort of book on which everyone 
involved in the affair (journalists, employers, ufologists, friends) not 
only "read" but also "wrote" his own plot, thus making it too much a 
multi-faceted story for us to understand it as a whole.

“This is the moment we’ve been 
waiting for since the U.S. govern¬ 
ment first began investigating 
UFOs in the 1940s," the UFO inves¬ 
tigator, who got the pictures and 
broke the story, said in an exclusive 
interview with The NEWS. 

"The government has lied to us 
before about UFOs and space aliens 
but this time there will be no lies,” 
he continued. 

"This time we’ve got pictures — 
pictures that prove the alien is in 
custody.” 

CIA spokesmen denied the UFO 
expert’s allegations and actually 
threatened to "neutralize” a NEWS 
correspondent who pressed for de¬ 
tails. 

But the researcher himself, who 
requested anonymity to avoid CIA 
reprisals, claims to have no less 
than 12 highly-placed intelligence 
sources who can back up his story.

"The CIA and government are 
doing their best to keep this opera¬ 
tion secret but the word is out,” said 
the expert.

President George Bush’s 
dream of establishing a new 
world order came closer to 
reality when he secretly 
met with a space alien who 
promised to provide the 
education, technology and 
strategic know-how to 
achieve lasting peace 
on Earth by 1997.

Neither White House nor 
CIA spokesmen would com¬ 
ment on the extraordinary 
summit and they flatly denied 
that an alien has visited Camp 
David or any other govern¬ 
ment facility. 

Dean expected the denials 
and countered them with state¬ 
ments from a dozen highly- 
placed government sources. 

He also produced a photograph 
that shows the President talk¬ 
ing with the alien as they 
strolled down a wooded path at 
Camp David, the presidential 
hideaway in Maryland. 

‘‘I can’t get into specifics 
because I’m protecting my 
sources but I will tell you that 
the picture was taken a few 
hours after the alien material¬ 
ized at Camp David on April 
14.” said the Washington- 
based researcher. 

‘‘The photo itself is second¬ 
ary to the meeting, of course. 

What’s really important is the 
substance of the discussion the 
extraterrestrial and the Presi¬ 
dent had before the alien stood 
up, shook hands and vanished 
six hours after it arrived.
